BERKSHIRE COUNTY. 


Of the fourteen counties of Massachusetts, 
Berkshire, the most westerly, is the second in 
extent of territory, but only the eighth in popu- 
lation, having an area of a little over 950 square 
miles, and according to the census of 1855, a 
population of 52,791. This disparity arises from 
the more recent settlement of the county, and 
its inland situation; but chiefly from the large 
amount of thinly peopled mountain land. 

The western boundary of the State and county 
passes for 51 miles along tha summit of the Ta- 
conic Mountains. It is а right line running North 
East and South West, with the exception of a 
slight variation upon the South made by the ces- 
sion of “ Boston Corner” to New York. А 
straight line of 14 miles separates Berkshire from 
Vermont on the North, but the town of Monroe, 
in Franklin county, juts some five miles into its 
North Eastern corner, and thence the Eastern line 
upon the counties of Franklin, Hampshire and 
Hampden, is very irregular. Upon the South 
the boundary again becomes straight, and runs 
for 24 miles along the State of Connecticut. 

The Hoosac Mountains, a continuation of 
Green Mountains of Vermont, occupy a consid- 
erable portion of the Eastern territory of Berk- 
shire, and the Taconic range somewhat leas of its

The intervening valley has an 
elevation of about 900 feet above tide water, and 
an average breadth of nearly 12 miles. The sur- 
face is, however, very much broken by frequent 
isolated peaks, detached clusters of hills, and 
spurs from the Taconic and Hoosac ranges. Of 

ese Greylock in the North, the Tom Bull spur, 
Beartown, and Monument Mountains in the 
South, are the most conspicuous. 

The irregular surface of the country, while it 
adds much to the beauty of its rivers as а feature 
in ita scenery, also makes them of great econom- 
ical value for water power, and occasiona some 
curious directions in their currents. We can 
only describe the two principal streams. 

he East branches of the Housatenic and Hoo- 
вас rivers, rise within a few rods of each other in 
the South Eust corner of the town of Lanesboro’, 
near the Pittsfield line. The Hoosac flows 
through Cheshire and Adams, and passing North 
of Greylock, finda its way across the county and 
a portion of New York to the Hudson at Schag- 
ticoke, N. Y., about 15 iniles above Troy. The 
Housatonic, running in a counter direction, flows 
South for a considerable distance side by side 
with its sister stream, and passing through Pitta- 
field, Lenox, Lee, Stockbridge, Great Barrin; 
ton, Sheffield, and across the State of Connecti- 
cut, pours its waters into the Sound at Stamford. 
The West Branch of the Hoosac rises in New 
Ashford, and joins the main stream at Williams- 
town. The West branch of the Housatonic rises 
close by the fountain of the Hoosac on the North

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Eastern border of Lanesboro', aud flowing South 
through Pontoosuc Lake, forms a junction with 
the Lusi Branch at Pittsfield, below Plunkett, 
Clapp & Co. 's factory. These rivers, with a mul- 
titude of mountain brooks, mostly tributary to 
them, are made to do an immense amount of 
manufacturing work before, as well as after, their 
waters escape ‘out of our valley. 

The history of the county as the abode of the 
white man is comprised within little more than а 
century and a quarter. The first effectual steps 
towards its settlement were made in 1722, in 
which усаг the General Court granted to 176 in- 
habitants of IIampshire county, the two lower 
townships on the Housatonic,—each to contain 
7 square miles,—upon certain conditions, among 
which was a peaceful purchase from the Aborig- 
inal owners. This condition was performed on 
the 25th of April, 1724, when Konkapot, the chief, 
conveyed by deed to the grantees of the prov- 
ince, the territory now included in the towns of 
Sheffield, Gt. Barrington, Egremont, Mt. Wash- 
ington and Alford, as well as some part of Lee 
and the greater part of Stockbridge and West 
Stockbridge : somewhat more, it will be noticed, 
than was included in the grant from the General 
Court. 

Lots having been granted to 65 settlers who 

had complied with the requisition of the law, the 
{| first settler, Obadiah Noble, came into Berkshire 
in 1726, and built his house in what is now Shef- 
field. The settlement made fair progress, and 
was incorporated in 1733. The first clergyman

ofthe county was settled at Shefficld, and was 
Rev. Jonathan Hubbard, grandfather of Hon. 
Henry Hubbard, now a venerable and. resp ected 
citizen of Pittsfield, and the oldest member of the 
Berkshire bar. 

The settlement of the county advanced slowly, 
Pittsficld not receiving its first inhabitant until 
1152. Population had however increased by 
1761 to such a degree that the legislature erect- 
ed the Western portion of Hampshire into a 
county, by the name of Berkshire ; containing 
the towns of Sheflield, Stockbridge, New Marl- 
bore, and Egremont, with plantations in the pre- 
sent towns of Pittsfield, esboro, Williams- 
town, Tyringham, Sandisfield and Becket. The 


inferior courts of Common Pleas and the general 
sessions of the Peace were directed to be held at 
P'ittstield and Great Barrington. The term of the 
Supreme court for Berkshire was continued at 
Northampton until 1783, as its law terms for 
lampiden have been until the present year. In 

the county courts were concentrated at 


Jerkshiie was one of the most prompt and 
faithful counties in the revolution, having taken 
strongly patriotic ground at a county congress 
in Stockbridge July 6th, L774. 

But we caunot pursue her history through the 

i ssitudes of fortune to the prosperity 
of the year 1859.

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law but that which makes the shortest distance 
between two points a straight line. Every Berk- 
shire boy knows, on the contrary, that, more than 
half the time, the farthest road round is the short- 
est way home. Ву the necessities of the coun- 
try, rail roads and highways follow, to a great de- 
gree, the windings of the valleys, and business 
must keep along as it best may. Thus the rail- 
roads North and South, East and West, inter- 
secting at Pittsfield, meander about the county 
во widely, that of its 32 towns 16 (containing 
41,553 of its 57,791 people) have direct railroad 
communication with the central town, each other, 
and the great world outside the valley. Only 
one of the remaining 15 has more than one town 
intervening between it and a railroad. The pe- 
culiar divergence of the mountain ranges makes 
Pittsfield still more remarkably the intersecting, 
decussating, radiating point of the highways. 
The range extending south from Greylock divides 
the northern valley for the greater portion of its 
length by a wall which practivally affords a bar- 
rier to business: the valleys on either side uniting 
at Pittefield. On the East again, the most con- 
venient pass is that followed by the Western R. 
R. In the Southern valley, the Tom Ball spur 
extending North East from Egremont, separates 
by a steep ridge,—which terminates abruptly at 
Pittsfield, —the valley of West Stockbridge and 
Richmond from that of the Housatonic. 

Into these main valleys the minor pass; con- 
vergiag generally with a tendency to the same 
centre.

r was introduced to obviate the difficulty. 

The village is laid out regularly upon moder- 
tely uneven ground, nearly in the centre of the 
own. From the central square four main streets 
xtend North, Sonth, East and West, at right an- 
les to each other; and the other streets branch 
rom them, although not with perfect regularity. 
ho general effect is however good, and the vil- 
age is acknowledged to be unsurpassed in beau- 

Ну, while some morc remote portions of the town 
are still more exquisitely lovely. But upon this 
point we need not here enlarge. 

The township thus described, was one of three 
granted by the general court in 1733 to the town 
of Boston. In 1737 the selectmen of Boston put 
it upat vendue, and it was purchased by Hon. 
Jacob Wendell for £1,320, and the transfer was 
approved by the Legislature—the grant being 
limited to 21,040 acres, and forbidden to encroach 
upon any previous one. It was found to en- 
croach upon the righta of Hon. John Stoddard 
of Northampton, with whom, however, Wendell 
made an amicable arrangement, —admitting him, 
and also Hen. Phillip Livingston, of Albany, as 
partners, Livingston made an attempt in 1741 
to settle the town with “Dutchmen,” but, fail- 
ing in that, made an arrangement with John

[ITuston, John Tee, and Joseph Root, of West- 
eld, by which he sold them forty of the sixty 
settling lots for as much ‘money, within £110, 
old tenor, as Col. Wendell gave for the whole 
охуп,” they, also, agreeing to do two-thirds of 
the whole duty enjoined by the General Court. 

Under this purchase, early in 175 Solomon 
Deming moved into town with his family; and 
soon after came Charles Goodrich, cutting his 
way through the woods, and driving the first 
team and cart that ever entered the town. 

In 1753, “the proprictors of the township of 
Ё Pontoosue,”’ were intorporated, taking the name 
from the Indian designation of the place, a * run 
for deer.” 

In 1758, the plantation had grown, through 
much tribulation, to the number of twenty log 
cabin In a list of settlers many names, now 
familiar in the town, appear. 

In 1761, the town was incorporated, taking the 
name of the English statesman, William Pitt, 
then in high favor with the colonists for his oppo- 
sition to the oppressive measures of the British 
government. 

Before the American revolution, Pittsfield had 
so far advanced in the number and character of 
her population, аз to furnish valuable aid to the 
patriots and contribute some of the strongest and 
most remarkable men in their ranks ; among them 
Rev. Thomas Allen, Dr. Timothy Childa, and 
Capt. David Noble. It had previously furnished 
skillful officers and brave men for the French and 
Indian wars. Pittsfeld was, also, the first town

oyal Courts, then held bere for Berkshire; Dr. 
jm. Childs and Capt. John Strong having, in 
ugust, 1774, humbly petitioned ‘the inferior 

Court of Common Pleas, for Berkshire County, 
mot to transact any business," intimating, as re- 
gards certain acts of Parliament, ‘that the people 
utterly refuse the least submission to the said acts, 
and on no consideration to yield obedience to them, 
or directly or indirectly to countenance their tak- 
ling place of those acts among us, but resist them 
to tho last extremity." 

The Revolutionary history of Pittsfleld is most 
honorable to it, aud ought to be more generally 
and minutely known. 

The expression used above that Pittsfield con- 
tributed skillful officers and brave men to the 
French and Indian wars, may perhaps be criticized 
as too strong, but it is justified by the fact that 
Col. Wm. Williams, snd other officers and men 
of that war were already connected with the set- 
tlement although not yet actually residents of it. 

After the Revolution, the chief events of inte- 
rest in the history of the town, are the develop- 
ment of its resources, the progress of education 
and religion with other matters briefly noticed in 
the following pages. 

The population of the town in 1840, immedi- 
ately before the opening of the Western : 
was 4,060; in 1855, it was 6,501, and is now, 
probably, a little less than 8,000. Its ‘‘valua- 
tion“ by the assessment of 1858, was $5,058,750, 
being more than twice that of any other town in 
the county. 8

Ме give below directions to а few places of picturesque 
resort. They are necessarily less numerous and more 
vague than we could desire, and are confined mostly to our 
immediate vicinity :— 

THE BALANCE ROCK, 

Or Atotarho's Boulder, is upon a farm owned by So- 
crates Squier, Esq., upon the first road turning west, 
north of Pontoosu Lake, and about a mile from the turn- 
ing, or five miles from Pittsfleld. It lies a few rods back 
from the cross-road. It may also be reached by Otaneaque 
st., by Lake Onota and the Biver st. road four miles. 

THE WIZARD'S GLEN 
1n the * Gulf,” а wild gorge on the road from Lanesboro’ 
to Dalton, is about four miles from Pittsfield via East st. 

ROARING BROOK, 
and the Tory’s Glen and Cave, lie immediately back of the 
of New Lenox—four miles trom Pittsfield Park.

OCTOBER MOUNTAIN 
isa mile and a half south of Tory's Glen, and affords one 
of the finest mountain views in the vicinity. The road 
along the base of the mountain to Lenox, although rough 
for a portion of the way, is remarkably picturesque, and 
at the base of October Mountain presents a superb com- 
bination of mountain and meadow scenery.

THE TACONICS, 


The Taconic Mountains, west of Pittsfield, and north of 
‘West st., combine a greater variety of beauty, we think, 
than any territory of equal extent in the County. 

Mt. Honwee, (the large rounded mountain conspicuous 
in the renge, as seen from Pittsfield, and nearly west of the 
Agricultural Grounds,) affords some fine views, some- 
what interrupted at present by a light growth of trees. 

Mt. Otaneaque, which lies next south, has some good 
views, but is chiefly remarkable for Lake Otaneaque, a 
pure and becutiful sheet of water, some twenty acres in ex- 
tent, and lying on the top of the western summit of the 
mountain. It is easily accessible from the road through 
Fern Nook. 2 

Fern Nook is a beautiful wooded between Honwee 
and Otaneaque, with в pretty wood beside,—but be- 
low,—which runs а romantic mountain brook with a suc- 
cession of cascades. Lulu Cascade, the most beautiful of 
these, is not far from the entrance to the valley.

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May Mountain, next south of Otaneaque, is chiefly noted 
for the abundance of the trailing rrbutus on and about its 
base, which attracts many May parties to it. The arbutus 
is more or less abundant all along this range, but is rare in 
the eastern part of the town. 

Old Tower Hill, lying next south of May Mountain, and 
Lebanon Mountain, complete the range south to West st. 
The views from both these are magnificent and little ob- 
structed. 

The strzams which flow from Fern Nook, andthe valleys 
south of it, sink into the earth near the base of the moun- 
tains, and re-appear after running from about 126 to 150 
rods under the ground. They present a very singular m 
pearance at the points of disappearance. best m 
of reaching Otaneaque, Honwee and May Mountains, Fern 
Nook and the Arethusan brooks, is to follow Otaneaque 
at. to Taconic st., the next road west of Lake Onota, thence 
south to a sawmill, thence turning west again and fol- 
lowing the same road when i$ turns north. The road 
grows narrow after leaving the sawmill, and finally runs 
across fenced pastures and into the woods. The distances 
are from three to four miles. 

Tower Hill and Mt. Lebanon are easily reached from 
‘West st. 

GREYLOCK,

LAKE ASHLEY, 

The fountain of the Pittsfield Water Worka, is а romantic 
lakelet, seven miles from the Park, and seven hundred feet 
above it. It lies on the very summit of Washington 
Mountain. There is a fine bed of granular quartz on its 
east side. The views from the neighborhood are grand. 


THE NATURAL BRIDGE
